had shot and killed him in his own 
bed room at 8.25 o'clock in the even- 
ing of Nov. 23. Jllaney was later con- 
fronted with-Mrs. UarrowK1 confession 
and he confessed to doing the shooting 
at her request- He was remanded lo 
Alfred jalt on a charge of murder anJ 
his mother-in-law was held at' Iho jnil 
as a witness In $20,000 bonds. 


Blaney was a section hand on the 


Portsmouth and Dover R. R. when 
married Mrs. Harrows' "daughter an-J 
Svas considered lit Mo better than 
tramp .by .neighbors. Blaney admitted 
h&vlbg killed tlie^fiSah' beicauso he ami 
Harrows had always been bad friend's 
Harrows fearing that. In case of hi: 
wife's 'death the properly in her pas 
session would go to Hlaney 
and his

I31aney for murder and Mrs. Uci 
as an accessory before the fact. Both 
were found guilty and were ser.tencci 
lo be hung by Judge Virgin,- Hie date 
of the execution being sol for the 
third Friday In December.
